The  state  pui'e  food  authorities  at 
the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  reporteJ  Tuesday  to 
County  Attorney  Scolt  Bullitt,  of 
Loaisville,  sixty-Ira  eases  for  sell- 
ing watered  or  skimmed  milk  against 
dairymen  supplying  Louisville  and 
certain  restaurants.  These  eases  re- 
-ulled  from  the  extensive  inspections 
that  have  recently  been  made 
ihroughout  the  whole  of  the  Louis- 
ville aulk  field  and  other  parts  of 
Kentucky.  .  * 

The  samples  were  eollected  from 
the  milk  depots,  the  dairymen,  the 
restaurants,  the  hotels  and  other 
places  where  milk  is  served,  and 
when  a  sample  was  found  to  be  wat- 
ered or  skimmed,  further  investiga- 
tion was  made  to  determine  who  was 
responsible.  About  700  samples  were 
analyzed  in  Louisville  and  65  cases 
reported  for  prosecution.  In  Uost 
instances  the  milk  was  taken  from 
from  the  dairymen's  herd-  to  deter* 
mine  how  much  water  had  been  ad- 
ded to  the  milk  a:
